In response to the cancellation of calims 25-28, the rejection of claims 1-2, 5, 10, 1 1 , 25, 27-30, 37-39 and 161 as being anticipated by 
Koga et al has been withdrawn. However, the other rejections of record have bee maintained. Applicants arguments with respect to the 
teachings of Beck et al are not found persuasive because instant claims are directed to a composition. While applicants argue that the 
reference teaches the sugars for a different purpose and not for non-permanent shaping as claimed, applicants have not shown that the 
composition of Beck does not cause non-permanent shaping. Hence the rejection is maintained. Applicants argue that examiner failed to 
show one composition in Wisotzki that contains claimed sugar and film-forming agent. However, instant rejection is not an anticipation 
rejection and instead an obviousness rejection. Wisotzki teaches a combination of PVP and a mono or adisaccharide in col 3 (first full 
paragraph) for hair application and the argument that the reference fails to teach non-permanent shaping is moot because the claims are 
directed to a composition and not a method. Applicants arguments regarding the combination of teachings of Keil and Wisotzki are not 
persuasive because the rejection did not state that the chitosan of Keil is being replaced by the sugars of Wisotzki and instead explains 
the obviousness of adding sugars of Wisotzkin in the composition containing film-forming polymers of Keil. Both the references are 
directed to hair composition and as explained above, the intended use of the instant claims carry no patentable distinction since the claims 
are directed to a composition and not a method. . 
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
